Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 20, the applicant argues on 
page 20, that DAHLEN does not disclose or remotely suggest that the prestored text message was obtained by translating a message 
or one or more message attachments from a source format to message/attachment text. Examiner respectfully disagrees with this 
argument. The applicant didn't claim the limitation. Thus, the rejection of the claim in view of DAHLEN and AKTAS will remain. 

Regarding claim 42, the applicant argues on pages 22-24, that neither DAHLEN nor AKTAS et al. discloses or suggests interacting with a 
user to generate a user profile that identifies at least one message criterion that indicates when the messages should be delivered to the 
user, as required by claim 42. Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. In page 3, paragraph 0045, Aktas discloses that data 
[i.e., user profile] is transmitted based on a user defined data selection criteria. In order to select a criteria the system must have an 
interaction with the user. Therefore, it is clear that Aktas teaches interacting with a user to generate a user profile that identifies at least 
one message criterion that indicates when the messages should be delivered to the user. Thus, the rejection of the claim in view of 
DAHLEN and AKTAS will remain. 
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
